He asserted that one way to decrease'the drug traffic in the 
state of New York would be to make the penaltv for peddlin» 
drugs not less than ten or fifteen years, and announced his be- 
liet that at least 90 per cent of the-drug addicts in the stat- 
get the drug from peddlers and not from physicians. 


Another noted physician snid that the drug addict was-not a 


medical prob.em but a criminal problem and one lhat the state 
and not the Doctors must solve. He recommended a law making 
:t a felony to peddle drugs and punishable by not less than five 
years imprisonment. 


Another physician declared that if narcotic drugs were cheap 


and could he obtained the same as other drugs are obtained the 
c'rug traffic would cease in a year or two. lie rolunteered tho 
information that in America when a commodity is cheap no' 
one want* it, but when its prir-e makes it almost prohibitive 
everyone wants it. All the medical men agreed that'tbe crim- 
inal addict is purely a police problem and the potential addict 
u medical problem.
